“I think,” said Dr. Ach 
toa Dail, Telegrsph represents- 
tive, that M. Coue is doing great 
good in rousing public attention 
toa really important and much 
neglected forve for good. Psycho- 
therapy suffers no way from 
attention being drawn to it, bat 
from neglect. If I say that his 
methods are not an advance upon 
what bas been done by others 
that does not affect the position 
that bis message of healing 
is new to thousands. 
Certainly I feel there is peril tbat 
nis mupporters will kill bis work 
hy their misguided entt usiasm.~ 
Dr. Ash went on to talk intimate 
ly of recent achievements. 

Cone’s particular force (he said) 
is to teach us to use the process 
of suggestion to help ovrselrea, 
but it is quite clear that many of 
the cures that he works at his 
lectures are due to direct suagas- 
tion from himself. That does not 
detract from the merit of bis 
movement to explain to suffering 
humanity that there is an 
immense power for Fealing 
resident in the individual. Only 
the individual must be brought to 
realiza it’ and to use ‘it. The 
knowledge ought to be acommon- 
place: yet how many grasp 
it? Nature's whole tendency is 
to getus well. Aday comes when 
with age and advancing infirmity 
this power of Nature's falis away, 
hat that is not the matter of the 
moment. Whena man fells ill a 
doctor puts him in bed for rest, 
feeds him up, a8 soon as he is 
convalescent, sends him into fresh 
air, ana he recovers, Nature has 
been working for him. Al heal- 
ing of wounds and fractures is‘a 
natural process. Nature's work- 
ing is to make a man well, not it.

The paralysis may affect the 
limbs, or one limb, or speech, or 
sight, according to the impression 
made upon bis wind. The factor 
then operating are self-sogges- 
tion, emotion, and expectation. 
An emotional condition  al- 
ways makes for the success of 
the suggestion, During the war 
ona saw much of paralysed men 
eprred by some such process of 
being told, “Look here, your 
works ate allmght, but you can- 
not conceive it possible you can 
walk. Taasure you it is possi- 
ble.” Itthen heing said loudly 
and suddenly, “Now jump up!” 
' The cure wasofte: most dramatic. 
£ saw auch a case thus curec 
who had next tohim at the Red 
Cross hospital a friend who was 
also paralysed, and begged for 
the same treatment Here, ales, 
the spinal cord had been cut by 
s bullet, and an unbridgeable 
gulf existed between brain 
and limbs which no 
amount of mental suggestior 
could getover. A difficult matter 
to explain to this poor follow. 
Cases have been -reported from 
timetotime ofa man speachlesa 
from shell-shock who, in some 
moment of great emotion, as a 
meeting with a motherora friend 
believed to have been killed, or 
perbape, on seeinga picture on 
screen of some vivid battle 
incident ia which he participated, 
has fully recovered his speech. 
These alec illustrate the power of 
auto-suggestion im fanctional 
nervous disorders, acting with 
other psychological factors. 

Perhaps the most important 
mental cause productive: of ill- 
health is fear, includieg, of 
course, anxieties and worries of 
all kinds. That is at the root of 
much illness. Frequently where 
fear can ba removed the symp 
toms of grave illness disappear 
asif by magic. There suggestion 
may-be most helpfal. 


RESULTS IN ORGANIC DISEASE. 


Dr. Ash is full of hope for the 
foture, and beliaves there is a 
vast fleld yet to be explored. 

So far (he said) medical psy- 
chology and psycho-therapy have 
been more or less helpless in the 
presence of organic disease. Burt 
there is now dafinite evidence 
that suggestion does actuslly 
affect the tissues through the 
changes it produces in the brain 
and blood-vessel controls. Others, 
like myself, believe that re- 
searches aloog this line will be 
preductive ofimmensely import- 
aotresults. Redness and changes 
in the skin, even to the 
point of blistering, can be 
produced by suggestion. That 
is on medical record; and 
that alone is evidence of 
the great possiblities of psycho- 
therapeutic influence on thé 
tisses of the body. It is a 
beginning, and who sball say 
where research upon that lne 
shall end? Suggestion is the 
radium of psychology, posaessed 
of enormous potentialities, the 
secret of the release of which we 
bave not yes attained. 


Doctors who have been derot- 
ing atlention to = psychu- 
therapeutic experiments car- 
tainty are hopeful that & 
fsr greater field of  use- 
fulness will be discovered 
than ja suggested by the 
demonstrations of M. Coue. He 
apparently deals jargely with 
superticial symptoms. It is the! 
A. B.C. of suggestion to remove! 
the minor symptoms and discom- | 
forte of ill-bealtb. The aim of' 
the scientific suggestionist is. not: 
merely to relieve symptome, but) 
to effect radical cures—that is to 
say, he strives to get deep down, 
into the patient's mind, and to 
relieve the mentel abstraction orl 
disturbance that is at the root of! 
the trouble. Considering the im- 
portant pert that she mental 
factor plays in the production 
iliness, not only of ner- 
vous. maladies, bub of so- 
called organic diseass as well, 
itis olear that the suggestion,

It Looked Useless 


te present a united front when 
dealing with tha peoples—and 
the markets—of other Isads? 
Asks an industrial specialist ia 
the Philadzlohia Pabtic Ledger. 
The charactar, the reputation, the 
atanding of great Americans bare 
been too frequently crippled in 
their efforts to capture foreign 
markets by the unfriendly at- 
titude toward them: by our own 
Government public bodies. > 

For example, when a foreign 
legislativa body has been discuss 
ing ‘proposed legistation that 
would affect Amarican corpora- 
tions, competitors of these car~ 
porations have hs forainn 
lawmakers stand up and read ex- 
tracts from governmental denun- 
ciations of the American corpora- 
tions concerned. . 

Te has been. easy to convinced 
foreign legislstiva bodies that 
they had to guard the country 
against Araerican competition, 
not from honest American com: 
panies, but sgeinst American 
companies that were crooked 
through and through—as revealed 
by American authorities then- 
selves. 

American packers have sufter- 
ed particularly severely in foreign 
markets from this sort of thing. 
Our own authorities have psint- 
ed the packers as the blackest of 
black sheep. And these charges. 
have been used as weapons by 
foreign competitors. . 

Yet when the British Board of 
Trade conducted an investigation 
into alleged cotdemnable prac- 
tices of American packers in 
Brazil it could not find that these 
packers had: bean guility of any 
dishonourable conduct in Soath 
America. The president of the 
Beard of Trade was fair enough 
to tell the House of Commons 
that “no complaint had made of 
unfair trading by American com- 
panies beyond several cuttiog of 
prices for purposes of doveloping 
trade or clearing surplus stocks.” 

Standard Oil interests have 
suffered similarly. In their bat- 
tles for foreign trade and for 
foreign concessions to develop 
oil properties they have encoun- 
tered opposition buttressed by the 
presentation of damaging state- 
ments made against them by 
American aathorities. 

Many have the ‘idea that 
America is sucn a vast, rich, fer- 
tile and populous country that 
there is no need for seeking to do 
business with anybody but our- 
selves. Statistics are quoted to 
show how large s percentage of 
our total business is done inside 
our own borders, and it is then 
figured that. the compsratively 
few billions’ of trade we do with 
other countries is of uo conse- 
quence. 

This, of course, is fatally short- 
sighted. No industrial -nation 
ever yet reached supremacy by 
confising its trading to its own 
shores. Foreign trade and ships 
have gone hand-in-hand with 
pational dominance. And, great 
thougb Americs edmittedly is, 
she cannot hope to gsio and 
maintain international commer. 
cial supremacy if she acts on the 
assumption thatitis a matter af 
no moment whether wa Jet our 
foreign commerce delay or not. 

We, asa nation, might profit. | 
ably take # Ieaf out of Britain's 
book and Germany's book in 
this matter of getting behind 
rather than in front of our 
powerful business enterprises 
when they sally forth to conquer 
foreign markets. British and 
Germeo industrial, * ficencial, 
shipping, iosuranceand othercom. 
panies could never have gained 
the place they did gaia in foreign 
markets had their Governments 
not accorded them the most 
sympathetic support, ;

As the result of a Telegraph 
tepresentative’s special journey 
to Macso,a very full account of 
the seosations! happening io the 
Portuguese colony was given io 
our last evening's issue, aod from 
this certain salient facts stand 
out fairly clearly.

THE JAPANESE COMMER- 
CIAL MISSION. 


Dr. Dan’s Impressions. 


Dr. Dan, who was the leader af, 


the Japanese Commercial Mission 
which visited England and other 
countries. has returned to Japan. 
Interviewed by the* Kokusai 
News Agency, Dr. Dan ssid 
Europe is financially and indus- 
trially paralysed and- America 
must sooner.or Ister coms to the 
aid of the countries of that con- 
tinent. 

Trade condition everywhere, 
according to Dr. Dan, are badly 
dislocated. In America this con- 
dition is more or less sectional. 
Toe farmers are badly hit and 

hipbuilding is practically ot a 
standstill, Several other indus- 

tries. are also suffering, but the 
i dustries and businesses catar- 
ing to the domestic trade are 
working fall time and prosreritg. 

In England between twenty and 
thirty per cent. of the industries 
are working and producing, but 
there ara fully two million men 
unemployed. The best district 
in England at tho present time is 
the Birminghan district. Things 
in England however, are imprav- 
ring ‘and the country ig rapidly 
readjasting its industries and 
commerce to the pre-war basis, 

Turoing to France and Italy 
Dr. Dan said they are in a bad 
way and are depending greatly 
upoa the payment of the German 
indemnity to give them a new 
start industrially and commerci- 
ally. Germany is a busy country 
and 70 per cent. of her industries 
are prodacing, For some reason 
48 said the mark continues 
to depreciata and Germany in 
some respects is suffering because 
of the partitions that deprived 
her of sources of raw materials 
and coal. At the present time 
the country is compelled toim-

port twenty per cent. of foodstuff 
consumed. 

In the opioion of Dr, Dan, Ger- 
many, because of her nearness to 
Russia, must help that country 
to get on its feet. Russia reeds 
railroad supplies and agricultural 
machinery and Germany is able 
to furnish all of this. In retarn 
Russia can produce foodstuffs 
and raw inaterial for the German 
industries.

It was formerly the custom of the 
City Corporation ‘to provide two 
lengthy and elaborate dinners 
daily for the judges who presided] 
atthe Sessions. One dinner was 
at 3 p.m., the other at'S p.m., and 
tho judzes dined in company with 
"ha aldermen, the Recorder, the 
Cammon Serjeant, and some 
members of the Bar. -I¢ wag by 
no means infrequent for aldermen 
to attend at both meals, and the 
Chaplain, who took the lower 
end of the table, was always at 
post. Indeed, one City 
chronicler has it that he persisted 
in his “sens of public duty till 
he bad acquired? the habit of 
eating two dinners a day, and 
practised it for ten years without 
perceptible injury to his health.” 


Tho Court of Criminal Appeal 
came into operation 14 years azo, 
and the lawyer who had the dis- 
tinction of arguing the first case 
was.

Asked the question, ‘What is 
the fastest kind of sailing crafe?"” 
nine people out of ten will at once 
answer, A racing yacht.” Their 
astonishment is always extrema’ 
when they are told that thay are 
quite wrong and thet the finest 
vaciog yacht ever built cannot 
bold 8 candle to a big sailing 
ship in the matter of speed. 

In strictly racing trim famous 
yachts, such as the Shamrocks, 
Vigilant, Defender and Columbia, 
have been credited with speeds 
of 14 knots for short spurts. The 
big British schooner Rainbow, in 
a race from the Borkum lightship 
to Heligoland, achieved what is 
believed to be a world’s record for 
a yacht by covering the distance, 
a matter of 60 miles, within four 
hours. 
that race the log registered 1654 
knots. 
vears later the (flara aailed from 
Dover to Ostend, a distance of 70 
miles, in exactly five hours. 
These are racing records.
